AWARD 


The Hon ble Governor of Hayana in the exercise of its powers conferred , -- vide clause (c ) of sub -section 
(i) of section 10 of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 referred disputes between Shri Ammi Chand 
workman and the G.M.Haryana Roadways , Yamuna Nagar etc. to this Court. The terms of the ref 
erence are as under : 


Whether termination of services of Shri Ammi Chand , workman , is just and correct ; if not, to what 

relief is he entitled ? 


Workman through his demand notice dated 28th October, 1984 alleged that he was appointed as a 
Driver by General Manager, Haryana Roadways, Ambala ,-vide order dated 28th August , 1978. He joined on 
29th September, 1978 , thereafter he was transferred to Sub -Depot Yamunanagar and further he was trans 
ferred to Sub -Depot Naraingarh . He was plying bus HYA 2247 on route from Naraingarh to Chandigarh , 
on his way back from Chandigarh an accident occurred on 22nd May , 1980 near vilage Bagwali as a result 
of the accident the bus turned down. A chargeshect was served upon him which he replied, inquiry was 
conducted against him . He participated in the inquiry. He was not allowed to be representated by any co 
workman nor he was allowed to seek assistance from any legal advisor. His services were terminated , there 
after he went in appeal to S.T.C. which was also rejected . On 17th July, 1984 feeling aggrieved from the 
order of termination dated 1st March , 1982 which is illegal and unjust. He served demand notice alleging that 
inquiry was partial. He was not given any opportunity to defend himself, defence evidence was not 
properly weighed and no due consideration was given to it . So the termination order be set-aside . He 
be reinstated with continuity in service and with full back wages . 


Respondent-management contested the dispute and contended that the bus turned down due to rash 
and negligent act of the workman . Inquiry Officer conducted inquiry in a most impartial manner . Workman 
cross -examined the witnesses, led defence evidence and was also given personal hearing before terminating his 
services. Respondent-management also quoted a few examples that in the past workman also caused accidents 
with his buses due to that fact the respondent-management has suffered a lot . So it was prayed that termipa 
tion order is legal , it does not require any interference . 


On the pleadings of the parties the following issues were framed : 


Issue No. 1 : 


Whether termination order dated 1st March , 1982 regarding services of workman is illegal and 

unjust ; if not, its effect ? 


Issue No. 2 : 


Relief, 
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I bave heard Authorised Representatives of the parties and have perused the oral and documentary 
evidence placed on the file. My issue -wise findings are as under : 


Issue No.1 : 


Workman in support of his case examined himself as AW - 1, he deposed that on 22nd May, 1980 when 
the bus reached near Bagwali, bridge was under construction all of sudden a buffaloe appeared in front of the 
bus when he gave turn to the bus towards Kacha the bus turned down . None of the passengers sustained , 
any injury of any kind . He had made clear this fact to the Inquiry Officer . He further stated that first of all 
Shri Shamsher Singh , Head Mechanic refused to oblige the management but under the threat of the manage 
ment he had to give wrong report , in favour of respondent. Statement of Carpenter, Shri Ram Chander is also 
incorrect. He further stated that he examined one of the Sarpanch who was travelling in the bus but he was 
not believed . 


Respondent-management examined RW - 1 Shri Pritam Singh Clerk who brought the inquiry file . 
According to that charge-sheet was served to the workman by Shri V.K. Verma. General Manager, Haryana 
Roadways , Yamuna Nagar on 18th June , 1980. A list of allegations was also given to him . Copies of the 
same are Ex . M - i to M -3 . Reply of the workman is M -4. Reply of the workman was not found satisfactory . 
So Inquiry Officer Shri S.N. Subharwal was appointed - vide Ex- M -4 . The Inquiry Officer submitted his 
inquiry report to GeneralManager, which was given due weight by the General Manager and thereafter show 
cause notice was issued to workman . Copy of the same is Ex - M -7 which was replied by the workman . Copy of 
reply is Ex M -8. Thereafter ; workman was afforded an opportunity of being personally heard and then ser 
vices of the workman were terminated , -vide Ex . M - 9 . 

MW - 2 is Inquiry Officer, Shri S.N. Sabharwal stated that he recorded statement of Shri M.S. Naib 
S.S. and Shri Ram Chander, Carpenter. Copies of their statements are Ex . M - 13 and M -14 . Statement of 
Shri Shamsher Singh Mechanic was also recorded . He stated that he did not complaint against Shri Shamsher 
Singh for non appearing before him as a witness . When a copy of letter Ex -A - 1 was shown to him then he 
agreed that he complained against Shamsher Singh for avoiding taking part in the inquiry proceedings as a 
witnesses . 


In view of the whole evidence I am of the considered view that it is admitted fact that Shri Ammi 
Chand driver caused an accident with his bus, in other words the bus truned down . As per the version given 
by the driver he was coming to Chandigarh , towards Naraingarh a bridge was under construction, fresh soil 
was lying of its side a buffalow appeared all of sudden , to save that buffaloe when he gave a little turn to the 
bus towards Kacha the bus turned down . This version of the driver has been supported by Shri Jai Ram 
Sarpanch , resident of village Azampur, tehsil Naraingarh who was travelling in the bus which turned down. 
This witness appeared before the Inquiry Officer but his statement was not given any weight, 

I have gone through the whole of the inquiry proceedings and of the considered view that the inquiry 
procedings are in fact faulty because there was no Presenting Officer on behalf of the respondent 
before Inquiry Officer . 

Secondly, the workman Driver AmmiChand was not allowed to seek assistance from any co -workman 
or any legal advisor during the inquiry proceedings . 

Statement of Shri M.S. Ncib S.S. is a formal witness who simply forwarded report of Shri Shamsher 
Singh ,Mechanic to General Manager , Yamuna Nagar . Shri Ram Singh , Carpenter submitted his report 
after examining the bus about the damages, the bus damaged being turned down . None of the above witnesses 
are eye -witnesses of the alleged occurence. They have given formal: evidence in this case. 

The management has basically and mainly relied upon evidence of Shri Shamsher Singh , Mechanic. 
Admittedly Shri Shamsher Singh was not present at the time of alleged ocurrence nor he is an eye-witness of 
the alleged accident. There are allegations of the workman against the Inquiry Officer that Shri Shamsher 
Singh was not going to give false statement, in other words he was not going to oblige the management by 
making false statement. So the statement which the Inquiry Officer prepared on behalf of Shasmher Singh 
was not signed by him . Due to this fact the Inquiry Officer complained against Shri Shamsher Singh to 
General Manager for not signingthe statement. Shri Shamsher Singh was called , he signed the version which 
was desired by the respondent -management . Even if for the sake of arguments it is admitted that Shamsher 
Singh made statement before Inquiry Officer of his own. In those circumstances also his statment does not 
carry any value because he is neither an eye -witness nor he gave an hear say version after collecting the facts 
from any eye-witness of the occurrence. His report and statement is of an expart which cannot be believed 
and relied upon against the workman in vicw ofthe specific allegations of the workman against him . 


Themost important evidence for this case was of conductor of the bus but that witness was not exami 
ned the reason best known to the respondent -management which shows that a material evidence has been 


{ 
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withheld from the Inquiry Officer as well as from this Court and withholding of an material witnesss from the 
Court an adversc inference has to be drawn against the respondent management under section 114 (G ) of Indian 
Evidence Act, 1872 . 


The Inquiry Officer has miserably failed to appreciate the defence version taken by the workman . Nor 
he has given any due weight and credit to the statement of defence witness Shri Jai Ram Sarpanch of village 
Azampur. 

In view of my above discussion I am of the considered opinion that since Shri S.N. Sabharwal acted 
as a prosecutor as well as Inquiry Officer . He did not allow the workman to seek assistance from his co -workman 
and any legal advisor, statement of Shri Shamsher Singh ,Mechanic has been written against his wishes in suspici 
ous situation . Defence version was not given due weight. Conductor of the bus was the best and material witness 
who was not examined reasons best to known to respondent management. So termination order passed by 
General Manager on this faulty inqiury report of Shir S.N. Sabharwal, Inquiry Officer ; is bad in law , in other 
words it is illegal, unjustified and cannot be sustain ed , so this issue is decided , in favour of workman 
against the management , 


Issue No. 2 . 


For the foregoing reasons on the basis of my findings on issue No. 1 I pass an order for reiostatment of 
workman Shri Ammi Chand with the relief of continuity in service and with full back wages . I pass award 
regarding the dispute between the parties accordingly .
